Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, to all points ; Old Dominion Steam- 
ship Company, to New York ; Bay Line Steamboats, to Baltimore ; 
Chesapeake Line, to Baltimore. 

The Norfolk and Washington line has maintained inspections the 
past two weeks, as before reported, and continues them. 

The work of vaccinating the crews of vessels at this port is 
progressing in a satisfactory manner, and nearly all the passenger 
boats and ferries belonging to regular lines have been attended to, the 
managers of the lines having given all necessary assistance to make 
the work complete.
